Constitutional Amendment 

The legislature proposed but one 
amendment to the constitution 
which will also be voted upon at 
the next general election. This is 
a non-controversial amendment to 
the constitutional provisions hav- 
ing to do with qualifications of 
electors by striking out certain 
language which, with the ‘passage 
of years, has become obsolete. 

Taxes 

No new taxes were adopted. 
panne the threat of a potential 
deficit inthe general_fund. before 
the end of the fiscal year on June 
30, 1950, casts its shadow over the 
deliberations of the legislature 
throughout the session. Instead | 
of passing the corporation income | 


tax proposed by. the governor, .the 
legislature insisted on waiting for

Sales Taxes 

A sales tax upon used cars was 
proposed but it was defeated by a 
coalition of Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats _ Measures were however, 
adopted to tighten up “loop holes” 
in the general sales tax statute, 
mainly by providing the Depart- 
ment of Revenue wi additiona 
auditors. By other measures, the 
proceeds of certain minor taxes 
were transferred from _ special 
funds to the state’s general fund. 

Gasoline Tax 

The proposed increase in the 
gasoline tax along with seven 
other related amendments to high- 
way statutes were defeated the 
main objection heing, not the pro- 
posed increase, but rather the 
basis of allocation of the proceeds 
‘of the highway taxes between the 
state, county and local units of 
government 

Schools — Sales Tax Diversion 

The general school appropria- 
tion bill, as required by the sales 
tax diversion amendment to the 
state’ constitution which requires 
the appropriating of 44 and 77/100 
per cent of the total revenue from 
the sales tax for the last preceed- 
ing year, totalled $82,094,203.80. 
That was based upon a total rev- 
enue for the year ending June 30, 
1948, of $183,368,782.00. This was 
close to $12,000,000 in excess of 
that appropriation in the year 


1848 which was based upon the}, 


total revenue of just over $157,- 
000,000. Next year the legisla- 
ture will be required to appro- 
priate in excess of $87,000,000, in- 
as much as the tofal revenue for 
the fiscal year just ended was ap- 
proximately $195,000,000.

‘The day and night will be of equal 
length and the sun will start its 
long journey south of the equator. 
Days will be increasingly shorter 
and the nights longer until the sun 
reaches its most southern point. 
the winter solstice, in December. 

The bright planet, Jupiter, will 
continue im dominate the night sky 
Dr. Losh. Jupiter will be in the 
south while Venus will be the 
bright “evening star” in the west. 
Take a look in the west at twilight 
on the evening of September 25 
and the crescent moon will be 
very close to Venus. 

The period around September 25 
should prove favorable’ for the 
observation of “earthshine,” a 
faint Sacparh glow. on the moon 
caused by the reflection of sun- 
light‘ from the earth. The glow 
lights up the lunar landscape at a 
time when it is turned away from 
the direct rays of the sun. Dr. 
Losh says a more fanciful title for 
this astronomical event is “The 
Old Moon in the New Moon’s 
Arms.” oe

Must Sign Certificates 


Crawford County potato grow- 
ers who desire to, patticipate in 
the government price support pro- 
gram for the 1949 crop, must ap- 
ply for certificates of eligibility
